Voters to decide millages 
for Commission on Aging, 
Transportation Authority

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners last week approved millage 
requests for the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging (COA) to sustain 
current funding and to seek additional 
funding because of a growing demand for 
services along with a millage aimed to keep 
Crawford County Transportation busses 
rolling. 

The Crawford County Board last week 
agreed to put a millage renewal proposal 
before voters for .4685 of a mill to fund 
operations, programs and services for the 
COA on the Aug, 2, primary election ballot. 
Currently, the millage generates $268,799. 

The board also agreed to ask voters to 
approve an additional .25 of a mill to fund 
operations, programs and services. Based 
on current funding levels, that millage 
would generate $143,425. The millage pro- 
posals are for five years, 

The millage dollars would fund 100 per- 
cent of the cost for the Grayling Senior 
Center as well as 40 percent of the costs for 
federal and state grant funded programs, 
which include meals on wheels, congregate 
meals, in home care such as homemaking 
and personal care and respite care. 

Jack Mahank, chairman of the Crawford 
County COA Board, said the COA is oper- 
ating on 80 percent less funding than it did 
five years ago, while the senior population 
has doubled during that same period. 

“Hopefully, they both will pass, but if 
proposal one doesn’t pass, we'll shut 
down,” Mahank said. “We'll do it over a 
length of time to be as least inconvenient as 
we can, but we will shut down. There are 
more federal and state cuts that are com- 
ing.” 

The county board also agreed to put a 
millage renewal on the ballot for the 
Crawtord County Transportation Authority. 
The .7027 mill proposal generates 
$403,129 per year. If approved by voters, 
the millage would continue to be levied for 
five years, 

Julee Dean, the executive director of the 
Crawford County Transportation Authority, 
said the renewal is needed to keep busses

Air Way Automation rebounds as 
auto companies roll out new models

Plugging into the electric car and other 
new automotive models has allowed a 
Grayling manufacturing firm to rebound 
back to nearly full force. 

Air Way Automation builds part feeding 
equipment and assembly line equipment for 
the auto industry. 

Air Way Automation has been in busi- 
ness since 1978, and got its name because it 
started in the Gaylord Air Industrial Park 
before moving to Grayling. Air, however, is 
the main power source used by machines 
manufactured at the firm. The main piece of 
equipment built at the plant elevates parts 
from a hopper, lines them up in rows and 
then blows them through a tube to a nose 
piece that screws the part into the end prod- 
uct. Some of the equipment is integrated 
with robots on the assembly lines. 

When the bottom dropped out of the 
national economy and auto companies were 
forced into bankruptcy in 2008, Air Way 
Automation was forced to cut its workforce 
from 55 employees down to 14, 

“Tt was pretty quiet,” said John Ammond, 
the vice president for Air Way Automation. 

In late 2009, after General Motors 
announced that it was launching the 
Chevrolet Volt electric car, business started 
trickling in.

Although the Crawford 
County Commissioners 
have their hands tied behind 
their back as far as financing 
the renovation of the former 
Grayling Fish Hatchery 
building, officials approved 
an environmental agreement 
with the state regarding the 
property last week. 

The Crawford County 
Board directed County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
lo sign a restrictive covenant 
with the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR), The legal 
document, which will be 
recorded in the Crawford 
County Register of Deeds 
office, is for the former 
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Grayling Fish Hatchery 
property located at 4895 E. 
North Down River Road. 
The reason for the restric- 
live covenant is to ensure 
that Crawford County 
would not allow a water 
well to be drilled on the 
property. This would protect 
the health, safety and wel- 
fare of the public if the 
property was further devel- 


oped, 
The DNR sought the pact 
because hazardous  sub- 


stances were found on the 
property related to an under- 
ground storage tank located 
by a former DNR _ field 
office and the current hatch- 
ery building, resulting in 
soil and groundwater conta- 
mination. The groundwater 
contamination migrated in 
an easterly manner toward 
the East Branch of the 
AuSable River, located 
about 100 feet from the 
underground storage tank. 
The underground storage 
tank was removed in July 
1987, after it was last used 
in 1985. 

Corrective actions have 
included the removal of all 
contaminated soils above 
the depth of the tank to the 
groundwater, with the most 
recent large-scale excava- 
tion occurring in 2007, A 
groundwater recovery and 
treatment system operated 
on the property from 1993 
to mid-2009. From = mid- 
2009 through late 2010, 
groundwater was monitored 
with a monitoring well on 
the property to verify that 


groundwater venting to the 
surface contained dissolved 
contaminates below the 


established criteria levels by 


state and federal environ- 
mental officials. 

Although the degree of 
groundwater contamination 
meets site specific criteria 
for surface water venting, 
the degree of contamination 
does not allow for complete 
unrestricted use of the prop- 
erty. Public health will be 
protected by preventing the 
use of the shallow ground- 
water for potential inges- 
tion, direct contact or for 
irrigation purposes. 

The monitoring will con- 
tinue to be sampled. The 
properly under the restric- 
tion includes just over two 
acres. 

“There will still be some 
monitoring, but they just 
won’t be as active,” Compo 
said. 

Financing, not providing 
public infrastructure to the 
property, remains a hurdle 
for the county, Compo said. 

“It’s located in the city, so 
naturally we would hook up 
to city water if that were 
ever happen,’ Compo said. 

Engineers estimated the 
cost to renovate the fish 
hatchery building was 
between $1.2, and $1.8 mil- 
lion. The last plans the 
county board had for the 
fish hatchery was locating a 
regional Michigan State 
University Extension office 
in the building as well as 
relocating District Health 
Department #10 offices 


from its offices on Meadows 
Drive. 

Compo said it is unset- 
tling for county officials to 
see the building out there 
unused since it is already off 
the tax rolls. 

“We would like to put 
someone out there and we 
would like to see the build- 
ing continue to serve the 
community,’ Compo said. 
“In this economy, we just 
don’t have the money for it.” 

In 2009, county voters 
overwhelmingly turned 
down a proposal to move 
the senior center to the for- 
mer Grayling Fish Hatchery 
building. 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson pur- 
chased land on the AuSable 
River, collected donations 
from friends and local fish- 
ermen and established the 
private hatchery where they 
hoped to raise grayling from 
eggs and release them into 
the wild. 

Hanson and his friends 
failed to save the native fish, 
whose habitat was 
destroyed by floating logs 
down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work 
with brook and brown trout 
succeeded. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s 
and received permission 
from the state to open the 
hatchery after it had been 
closed for several years, 

Thousands of school 
groups, tourists and resi- 
dents visit the hatchery 
every summer. 


Deadline extended 
for federal taxes

A holiday that is little 
known outside of the 
nation’s capital will give 
near tardy taxpayers an 
extra 72 hours to file their 
incomes taxes. 

The municipality — of 
Washington, D.C. typically 
celebrates April 16, as 
Emancipation Day. On that 
day in $862, President 
Abraham Lincoln signed 
the Compensated 
Emancipation Act for the 
release of certain persons 
held for service or labor in 
the District of Columbia. 
The act freed about 3,100 
enslaved persons in the 
District of Columbia nine 
months before President 
Lincoln issued his famous 
Emancipation 
Proclamation, an executive 
order proclaiming the free- 


dom of over three million of 
the nation’s four million 
slaves. 

The District of Columbia 
Compensated Emancipation 
Act represents the only 
example of compensation 
by the federal government 
to former owners of eman- 
cipated slaves. 

Each year, a series of 
activities are held during the 
public holiday including the 
traditional Emancipation 
Day parade celebrating the 
freedom of enslaved per- 
sons in the District of 
Columbia, The 
Emancipation Day celebra- 
tion was held yearly from 
1866 to 1901, and was 
resumed as a tradition and 
historic celebration in 2002 
as a direct result of years of 
research, lobbying and lead- 
ership done by Ms. Loretta 
Carter-Hanes, an education- 


al and health care activist 
who was a decedent of 
slaves that served President 
George Washington. 

On January 4, 2005, 
Mayor Anthony Williams 
signed legislation making 
Emancipation Day an offi- 
cial public holiday in the 
District. In 2007, the obser- 
vance of this holiday in 
Washington, D.C. had the 
effect of nationally extend- 
ing the 2006 income tax fil- 
ing deadline from April 15 
to April 17. 

In 2011, the tax deadline 
will be extended to April 18, 
since the observed date for 
the holiday will be April 15, 
The 2007 date change was 
not discovered until after 
many forms went to print. 

The extension — only 
applies to federal tax returns 
and does not apply to state 
lax returns.

HERE IN MICHIGAN, since 
our state legislature opened its ses- 
sion in January, money has been 
the main topic of discussion day 
after day.

Members of the ruling 
regime have called for the execution 
of opposition leaders and for violent 
repression of dissent.

short weeks the dramatic power of 
nonviolent protest. We have scen 
that ultimately, dictatorship will 
lose its iron grip.

Large Woody 
Debris program 


The Huron Pines Brown 
Bag Luncheon series contin- 
ues with the second install- 
ment in the five-part series 
aimed at providing specific 
project details lo interested 
partners and members of the 
public. 

A luncheon will be held 
on April 21 focussing on 
Huron Pines’ Large Woody 
Debris program, which 
replenishes rivers with fall- 
en trees and brush that serve 
as fish habitat and stabilize 
the riverbanks. 

Now in its [3 year, the 
program has been largely 
focused on the Au Sable 
River but has expanded to 
sites on the Black River in 
Cheboygan County and both 
the Pine and Black Rivers in 
Alcona County. 

Efforts in 2011 will focus 
on the South Branch Au 
Sable, in Crawford County, 
with projects also beginning 
in the Pigeon and Sturgeon 
Rivers in Cheboygan 
County. Huron Pines pro- 
ject manager Patrick Ertel 
will lead the upcoming dis- 
cussion, 

“It. fascinates me how 
multi-functional something 
as simple as putting a tree in 
the river can be.” says Ertel. 
“Not to mention a fallen tree 
is the most natural material 
to create for fish habitat’ 

So why is large woody 
debris a critical component 
to stream and habitat quali- 
ty? During the logging 
boom a centiry ago, the 
main mode of transporiing 
timber was to float it down 
rivers and streams, The log- 


gers removed any existing 
obstructions in the river that 
were prohibiling efficient 
travel of logs, including 
trees and brush that had tall- 
en naturally into the river. 
However, fish and other 
organisms use the fallen 
trees as nursery habitat tor 


juveniles, protective cover 


from predators, resting areas 
free from faster current, and 
hiding spots to ambush their 
next meal. 

The large woody debris 
program cnhances instream 
habitat with trees and brush 
by using a diversity of tree 
size, type, and fall direction 
to move the river back to its 
naturally occurring stale. 


The single technique of 


placing the Jarge woody 
debris back into the water 
reduces erosion, diversifies 
habitat types. and manages 
sediment as well as improv- 
ing water speed, depth, and 
temperature, 

The luncheon will provide 
a forum for people to learn 
how Huron Pines chooses 
sites, what techniques are 
used for proper placement, 
and what changes are in 
store for 2011.

Manistee. 

The Forensics team has 
been active on weekends 
since early February, com- 
peting in tournaments at 
Birch Run, North Branch, 
Hrankenmuth, Midland and 
Gaylord. This year, five 
Competitors make up the 
team led by English teacher 
Chris Lackenbucher. 
Seniors Melissa Kocefas 
and James Jimenez, Junior 
Camren Wilson and 
Sophomores Tiffany 
Mitchell and Gloria Neilson 
have dedicated weekends 
and hours of practice to help 
bring lots of “hardware” in 
the way of trophies and 
medals back to Grayling 
High School. The team, as 
a whole, has placed in each 
tournament and individuals 
have also won top honors. 

Grayling Fligh School is a 
tnember of the Michigan 
Interscholastic — Forensic 
Association, which — pro- 
motes specch activities in 
middle and high schools in 
the state by offering train- 
ing, mentoring and educa- 
tional materials to coaches 
as well as coordinating dis- 
trict, regional and state level 
compelitions and. festivals 
for students in the areas of 
debate, discussion, theatre 
and individual events. 

“Forensics is nota specta- 
tor sport, but these kids 
work hard to earn awards in 
a very conipetitive field of 
top-achieving students.” 
Lackenbucher said. “They 
build friendships with stu- 
dents from all over the state 
and while many remain 
rivals competing for top 
honars in their prospective 
divisions, they also help one 
another and push each other 
lo perform better.” 

Kocefas has primarily 
competed tn the sales divi- 
sion this year. Sales requires 
a five to eight-minute 
speech that combines infor- 
mative and persuasive tech- 
niques to convinee members 
of the audience to respond 
favorably to the appeal. 
Sales is limited to the pre- 


sentation of a current prod- 
uct or service and the 
Speech must be re-written 
each year. Over the course 
of the season, the speech 
inay be modified as neces- 
sary to improve delivery, 
The speaker usually uses 
visual aids to supplement 
the presentation such as the 
actual product or story- 
boards. H is up to the 
speaker to effectively use 
these tools without disrupt- 
ing their communicative 
contact with the audience. 
Kocefas has earned four top 
five finishes this season 
including a first at Midland 
for her sales presentation of 
Play-Doh, Kocefas was 
also dual-entered at 
Midland and Gaylord, earn- 
ing two third-place finishes 
in the “informational 
speech” division as well as 
her top finishes for sales. 
Jimenez and Wilson have 
competed in’ broadcasting 
this year, Broadcasting is a 
factual presentation of the 
news. Judges” considera- 
lion goes to the organiza- 
tional content of the broad- 
cast, Which is re-written in 
each round and announced 
i a timed format for the 
Judges. Each broadeast has 
a required format, which 
generally includes interna- 
tional, national, state and 
local news, sports and 
Weather, There is also a 
required editorial section in 
which all broadcasters must 
make an analytical judg- 
Ment in a one-minute for- 
mat. Each broadcast covers 
new material and is timed 
for five minutes. Accurate 
lining of the broadcast is 
key lo be a top finisher and 
broadcasters are usually 
looking to be al exactly five 
minutes. Being off by a 
second or two can mean the 
difference in placing or not 
in a tournament. 
Broadcasters are given a 
script and 30-minute prep 
time to prepare their broad- 
cast for each round. It is 
anticipated that each tourna- 
ment will consist of three 
preliminary rounds, a semi- 
final and final round. So 
Jimenez and Wilson have 
written and performed as 
many as five broadcasts for

patrols kick off 2011 season 


More than 3,000 volunteer 
groups will soon hit the high- 
ways to collect trash left 
behind over the state's long 
winter months, according to 


the Michigan Department of 


Transportation (MDOT). 

The annual Adopt-A- 
Highway pickup takes place 
during two separate time 
periods this spring, depend- 
ing on geography. In the mid 
and southern portions of the 
state, the pickup is April 9 to 
17. From April 23 to May |, 
the Upper Peninsula and 
northern Lower Peninsula 
will have their turn. 

“Adopt-A-Highway is a 
great way to give back to 
your community, and your

Adopt-A-Highway work- 
ers wear high-visibility, yel- 
low-green safely vests 
required by [ederal regtila- 
tions when workers are with- 
inthe right of way on a high- 
way. The vests are provided 
Iree of charge to all volun- 
lecrs, in addition to trash 
bags, which are hauled away 
later by MDOT. 

“Drive cautiously during 
the liller pickup and watch 
out for our volunteers clean- 
ing the highways,” reminded 
Steudle. 

There are more than 6,400 
miles already adopted, but 
Many more are available. 
Interested groups should 
check the MDOT Web page 
at www.inichigan.gov/adop- 
tahighway for more informa- 
tion, and for the name of 


their local coordinator, who 
can identify sections of high- 
way still available for adop- 
tion, 

Current volunteers include 
members of various civic 
groups, businesses and fami- 
lies.

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Economic growth focus of presentations April 20 


Officials at Kirtland

that we were able to resched- 
ule this event,” said Dr. Tom 
Quinn, KCC president. “We 
feel it’s that important, 
because we all need more 
information to help us create 
a new economic model here 
in northern Michigan. And, 
rather than reinvent the 
wheel, such presentations 
should give us a good idea of 
what we need to do.”
